Fear of eastern 
jealousy killed 
Expo: Documents 


O Feds initially supported Edmonton’s bid for Expo 2017 O Pitch 
included Edmonton as focal point for Canada’s 150th anniversary 


Talk of jealousy quashing Edmon¬ 
ton’s bid to host Expo 2017 
angered Mayor Stephen Mandel 
on Wednesday. 

“Em not surprised,” he said, 
after hearing of reports the Harp¬ 
er government withdrew its sup¬ 
port due to fears of jealousy from 
eastern provinces. “We were 
incredibly disappointed when the 
federal government made a deci¬ 
sion not to support our bid, but 
even more so seeing that it was a 
political decision rather than the 
decision they indicated to us.” 

Back in November, Heritage 
Minister James Moore said an esti¬ 
mated cost of $1 billion was the 
reason — a number Mandel said 
is “absolutely ludicrous.” 

According to documents 
obtained for Postmedia News, 
Edmonton’s bid was initially sup¬ 


ported at the federal level. 

But they also state: “An anchor 
in Western Canada could lead to 
a request for a large-scale expen¬ 
diture in Eastern Canada.” 

“It hasn’t changed my opinion 
on what happened or how we 
were treated,” said Mandel. “This 
just verifies it that the federal gov¬ 
ernment is more concerned about 
Eastern Canada than Western 
Canada even when they have 27 
out of 28 seats in Alberta.” 

Mandel said he hasn’t spoken 
to Edmonton-Spruce Grove MP 
Rona Ambrose since the Novem¬ 
ber decision, when he publicly 
expressed anger with her for not 
standing up for the city’s bid. 

Ambrose’s office issued a state¬ 
ment Wednesday: “The proposal 
was carefully reviewed and there 
were many concerns about the

high cost of this project.” 

But Mandel said he thinks 
Edmonton was treated unfairly. 
“I’ll never get over it,” he said.

Search for 
missing a 
question of 
time: Police 

Const. Jim Gurney of the 
Edmonton Police 
Service’s missing-persons 
unit knows every minute 
counts when someone 
disappears. 

Three and a half years 
into the job with the 
unit, Gurney said he’s yet 
to see a missing person 
found after months or 
years of investigating. 

“The reality is, in any 
police investigation, if 
you’ve devoted a lot of 
time and resources and 
not found them, it’s 
probably not going to be 
a happy ending.” 

He credits the RCMP 
investigators for their 
diligence in the search 
for Lyle and Marie 
McGann, who will have 
been missing a full year 
on July 3. 

“If we can’t find the 
person or learn what 
happened to them in the 
first few days ... there’s 
usually something else 
going on,” said Gurney, 
adding potential foul 
play or a deliberate 
disappearance are 
considered first. 

But progress has been 
made this year that will 
help in future investiga¬ 
tions. 

“One thing we are ex¬ 
cited about that hasn’t 
impacted us yet, but will, 
is Bill 8,” he said, 
referring to a pending 
law allowing access to 
missing persons’ bank 
and phone records.

With the anniversary of 
his parents’ disappear¬ 
ance looming this week¬ 
end, Bret McCann wants 
closure. 

Lyle and Marie McCann 
were last seen gassing up 
at a St. Albert Superstore 
July 3, 2010. 

Their burning RV was 
found July 12, and their 
SUV was found July 16 
near Edson. 

“It’s been a night¬ 
mare,” said Bret. “We’ve 
come to accept my par¬ 
ents have passed.” 

But he is optimistic 
that details about the sen¬ 
iors’ last hours or days 
will be revealed, and he 
believes multiple people 
are responsible for the 
fate of his parents. 

The family is offering a 
$60,000 reward for infor¬ 
mation leading to the 
couple, he added. 

New searches last week 
included one in Lodge- 
pole, one of four in Alber¬ 
ta recently. 

The year has been a 
long one for everyone 
since his parents went off 
the radar during their 
planned trip to Abbots¬ 
ford, B.C., Bret said. 

“The lead investigator 
summed it up by saying 
this has been painstaking-

ly technical and slow,” he 
said, lauding the efforts of 
police. 

Bret hopes someone 
will speak up soon. 

“Even if someone was¬ 
n’t involved but knows or 
saw something,” he said. 

Police have identified 
Travis Vader, 29, as a sus¬ 
pect. Vader is facing 16 
unrelated charges.

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ALBERTA’S BOTTOM LINE 

Deficit 
lower than 
expected 

Alberta’s bottom line is 
looking less saggy, but 
critics say the province is 
getting financially fit by 
blind luck rather than 
through prudent plan¬ 
ning. 

Finance Minister 
Lloyd Snelgrove an¬ 
nounced Wednesday 
that the province posted 
a $ 3.4-billion deficit in 
the fiscal year that ended 
March 31. That’s $1.3 bil¬ 
lion less than the pro¬ 
jected deficit of $4.7 
billion. 

Snelgrove credited 
higher royalties from oil- 
sands operations, along 
with departmental cost 
cutting. The governing 
Conservatives are also 
stretching out some capi¬ 
tal construction projects 
to save money. 


“We’ve held the line 
on spending,” Snelgrove 
told a news conference 
at the legislature. “Alber¬ 
ta continues to be in one 
of the strongest posi¬ 
tions of all the Canadian 
jurisdictions.” 

Revenue from Crown 
leases and investment in¬ 
come were also higher 
than projected. 

Snelgrove rejected 
suggestions from opposi¬ 
tion politicians that Pre¬ 
mier Ed Stelmach’s 
government was simply 
fortunate because the 
price of oil — Alberta’s 
industrial staple — is ris¬ 
ing. 

“You hunt where the 
ducks are,” he said. 
“We’re sitting on one of 
the largest deposits of 
hydrocarbons in the 
world. It would be folly 
to not make the best use 
of that asset that we 
can.” 

Snelgrove also an¬ 
nounced that the provin¬ 
cial economy grew by 3.8 
per cent in fiscal 2010.

Despite recent reductions, 
there’s nowhere to go but 
down when it comes to Ed¬ 
monton’s collision rate. 

But ongoing work 
should help the numbers, 
said transportation boss 
Bob Boutilier. 

Crews are removing two 
traffic circles and continue 
to make changes to inter¬ 
sections, where 47 per cent 
of 28,480 collisions oc¬ 
curred in 2010. 

“Some have a right 
laneway, instead of a T-junc¬ 
tion where you would 
stop,” said Boutilier. “Peo¬ 
ple have got into a lot of ac¬ 
cidents in those particular 
areas.” 

Modifications are done 
during neighbourhood re¬ 
newal, repaving and arteri¬ 
al road changes, meaning it 
could take a few more years 
to complete. Some intersec¬ 
tions with right laneways 
have been modified with a 
stop-and-tum-right system. 

On Tuesday, Mayor 
Stephen Mandel expressed 
concern about the city’s in-

“The numbers show 
we’re not being veiy suc¬ 
cessful,” said Mandel, 

He wants to see more 
street-based enforcement 
such as 24-hour ticket pro¬ 
grams and the speed-on- 
green cameras. 

“If nothing works with 
education and enforce¬ 
ment, then we have to go in 
and make that technical 
change,” Boutilier added.

Teen faces murder charge in officer’s death 


A 15-year-old boy has been 
charged with first-degree 
murder in the death of a 
York Regional Police officer.

Garrett 
Styles to his death after he 
pulled the vehicle over ear¬ 
ly Tuesday morning on a ru¬ 
ral highway north of 
Toronto. 

The youth — who cannot 
be named under the Youth 
Criminal Justice Act — is at 


Toronto’s Hospital for Sick 
Children with serious in¬ 
juries. He is scheduled to 
appear in a Newmarket 
court July 7. 

Police say three other 
youths in the van were not 
seriously injured and are co¬ 
operating with the investi¬ 
gation. 

Styles, 32, was a married 
father of a two-year-old 
daughter and nine-week-old 
son. His funeral is sched¬ 
uled for Tuesday in New-

O Small city of Los Alamos, N.M., evacuated 
O U.S. sends high-tech plane to check on radiation 


The U.S. government sent 
a plane equipped with ra¬ 
diation monitors over the 
Los Alamos nuclear labora¬ 
tory Wednesday as a 285- 
square-kilometre wildfire 
burned at its doorstep, 
putting thousands of sci¬ 
entific experiments on 
hold. 

The plane, which can 
take digital photographs 
and video as well as ther¬ 
mal and night images, was 
sent to New York City to 
take air samples after the 
Sept. 11 terror attacks. 

It has flown over wild¬ 
fires and areas damaged 
by hurricane Katrina. 

In a testament to the so¬ 
phisticated research done 
at Los Alamos, the plane 
was developed with tech¬ 
nology from the lab, the 
desert installation that 
built the Second World 
War atomic bomb. 

Lab officials expressed 


“If it gets to this 
contamination, it’s 
over — not just for 
Los Alamos but for 
Santa Fe and all of 
us in between.”

confidence the Los Alamos 
blaze would not scatter ra¬ 
dioactive material, as 
some residents feared. 

“Our facilities, our 
nuclear materials are all 
safe,” said lab director 
Charles McMillan. 

Los Alamos, a city of 
11,000 in New Mexico, sits 
empty after its residents 
were moved to safety. 

The streets of Los Alam¬ 
os were deserted, with the 
exception of emergency 
vehicles and National 
Guard Humvees. 


Homeowners who had 
left were prepared: Cars 
were left in the middle of 
parking lots, away from 
an 5 Ahing flammable. 

The lab, which employs 
about 15,000 people, 
covers more than 93 
square kilometres and in¬ 
cludes about 2,000 build¬ 
ings. They include 
research facilities, as well 
as waste-disposal sites. 

Residents have ex¬ 
pressed concern about the 
potential of a radioactive 
smoke plume if the flames 
reach thousands of barrels 
of waste stored in above¬ 
ground tents at the lab. 

“1 know people are con¬ 
cerned about what’s in the 
smoke,” said Sen. Tom 
Udall of New Mexico. 

The wildfire is stirring 
memories of a May 2000 
blaze that destroyed hun¬ 
dreds of homes and build¬ 
ings.

Top lab officials and 
fire managers say 
there have been no 
releases of toxins. 

They say they’re 
confident the flames 
won’t reach key build¬ 
ings or areas where 
radioactive waste is 
stored. 

As a last resort, they 
say, foam could be 
sprayed on barrels 
containing items that 
might have been con¬ 
taminated through 
contact with radioac¬ 
tive materials. 

The site’s manager 
for the National 
Nuclear Security 
Administration said he 
evaluated the precau¬ 
tions and felt comfort¬ 
able. 

“I have 170 people 
who validate their 
measures,” Kevin 
Smith said. “They’re in 
steel drums, on a con¬ 
crete floor.” 

The fire has already 
sparked a spot fire at 
the lab. The fire was 
quickly contained, and 
no contamination was 
released.

John Gordon was 
convicted of killing Amasa 
Sprague, a wealthy mill 
owner and the brother of a 
U.S. senator.

But law professors 
and historians now say the 
evidence against him was 
circumstantial. 

Chafee signed the 
proclamation pardoning 
Gordon at the Old State 
House in Providence, 
where Gordon’s trial took 
place. The governor called 
Gordon’s execution a “dark 
spot” in Rhode Island his¬ 
tory.

About 150 turtles crawled 
onto the tarmac at New 
York’s Kennedy airport 
Wednesday in search of 
beaches to lay their eggs, 
dela3dng dozens of flights, 
aviation authorities said. 

The slow-motion stam¬ 
pede began at about 6:45 
a.m., and within three 
hours there were so many 
turtles on Runway 4L that 
controllers were forced to 
move departing flights to 
another runway. 

“We ceded to Mother Na¬ 
ture,” said Ron Marsico, a 
spokesman for the Port Au¬ 
thority of New York. 

Workers from the Port 
Authority and the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture 
were scooping up turtles 



and moving them across 
the airport, he said. Flight 
delays averaged about 30 
minutes, the FAA said. 

The migration of dia- 
mondback terrapin turtles 


happens eveiy year at John 
F. Kennedy International 
Airport, which is built on 
the edge of Jamaica Bay and 
a federally protected park. 

Several pilots began re¬ 
porting turtle sightings at 
morning rush hour. 

“Be advised 30 feet into 
the takeoff roll, left side of 
the centre line, there’s an¬ 
other turtle,” called the pi¬ 
lot of American Airlines 
Flight 1009, a Boeing 767 
that had just taken off for 
the Dominican Republic. 

“There’s another one on 
the runway?” asked the 
controller. 

“Uh, well, he was there,” 
the pilot said as the big air¬ 
liner climbed into the air.

O HIV-infected convicted murderer 
promises to disclose condition and 
use condoms with future partners 


A man believed to be the 
first person in Canada con¬ 
victed of murder through 
HIV transmission has 
changed his ways and is no 
longer a threat to the pub¬ 
lic, his lawyers argued 
Wednesday. 

“He doesn’t want to in¬ 
fect anyone else. He has 
learned his lesson,” said 
Munyonzwe Hamalengwa, 
the lawyer for Johnson Azi- 
ga. 

His client has learned a 
lot about HIV and AIDS af¬ 
ter eight years in jail, 
Hamalengwa added during 
a hearing to decide if Aziga 
should be classified a dan¬ 
gerous offender. Aziga 
wants to help teach others, 
Hamalengwa added. 

The Crown is seeking the 
dangerous offender desig¬ 
nation that could see Aziga 


jailed indefinitely, and has 
argued he has an abnormal¬ 
ly high hbido that could 
lead him to reoffend. But 
Hamalengwa said that the 
designation applies to vio¬ 
lent criminals driven by 
“uncontrollable hormone 
rage.” 

Aziga, a 54-year-old 
Ugandan immigrant and fa¬ 
ther of three, was convicted 
in 2009 of two counts of 
first-degree murder, 10 
counts of aggravated sexual 
assault and one count of at¬ 
tempted aggravated sexual 
assault. His convictions are 
related to 11 women with 
whom he had unprotected 
sex without telling them he 
had HfV. Seven of the 
women became infected, 
with two d3dng of AlDS-re- 
lated cancers.

Greece approved more aus¬ 
terity measures Wednes¬ 
day in a vote that calmed 
markets but triggered a 
second day of riots that left 
dozens injured and Athens 
blanketed with tear gas. 

The passage of the bill 
was a decisive step for the 
country to get the next 
batch of bailout loans firom 
international creditors and 
was met with a huge sigh 
of relief in markets and by 
Greece’s partners in the 
eurozone. 

A Greek default could 
potentially trigger a bank¬ 
ing crisis, particularly in 
Europe, and turmoil in 
global markets. 

Another bill was to be 
passed Thursday for the 
government to secure the

money. The bill to cut 
spending and raise taxes 
by $40 billion over five 
years, and raise $71 billion 
in privatizations over the 
same period, has provoked 


widespread outrage, com¬ 
ing after a year of deep 
cuts that have seen public- 
sector salaries and pen¬ 
sions cut and 

unemplo 3 mient rise to 
above 16 per cent. 

The European Union 
and International Mone¬ 
tary Fund have demanded 
both bills pass before the 
next instalment of the 
country’s $157-billion 
bailout fund is released. 
Without it, Greece would 
be facing default on its 
debts by the middle of 
next month. 

“We must avoid the 
country’s collapse with 
every effort,” Prime Minis¬ 
ter George Papandreou 
said before the vote.

O Atomic Energy of Canada Ltd. 
sold for $15 million O Ottawa 
keeping intellectual-property rights 


The federal government 
has sold nuclear company 
Atomic Energy of Canada 
Ltd. to Montreal-based en¬ 
gineering giant SNC- 
Lavalin Group. 

Natural Resources Min¬ 
ister Joe Oliver an¬ 
nounced the sale late 
Wednesday. The sale end¬ 
ed at least two years of at¬ 
tempts by Ottawa to 
privatize AECL. 

The sale price was $15 
million. Meanwhile, SNC- 
Lavalin is creating a new 
division called CANDU En¬ 
ergy to house AECL’s 
three former business 
lines. 

SNC-Lavalin was the 
sole bidder to meet Ot¬ 
tawa’s conditions for buy¬ 
ing the financially 
troubled Crown corpora¬ 
tion. 

AECL has cost Canadi¬ 
an taxpayers billions of 
dollars in subsidies, in¬ 


cluding about $1 billion 
in the last two years 
alone. 

The company has faced 
major cost overruns in re¬ 
cent years while strug¬ 
gling to find a buyer. 

In 2009, the Conserva¬ 
tives announced plans to 
spin off AECL’s commer¬ 
cial reactor business from 
its research division. 

The announcement co¬ 
incided with a lengthy 
shutdown of the compa¬ 
ny’s research reactor at 
Chalk River, Ont., which 
caused a worldwide short¬ 
age of the medical iso¬ 
topes used to detect 
cancer and heart ail¬ 
ments. An earlier shut¬ 
down in late 2007 also 
strained the global iso¬ 
tope supply and ended on¬ 
ly after Parliament voted 
to b 5 ^ass the nuclear safe¬ 
ty regulator’s closure or¬ 
der.

LOS ANGELES. A team of 
European astronomers, 
glimpsing back in time 
to when the universe 
was just a youngster, says 
it has detected the most 
distant and earliest 
quasar yet. 

Light firom this 
brilliant, starlike object 
took nearly 13 billion 
years to reach Earth, 
meaning the quasar ex¬ 
isted when the universe 
was only 770 million 
years old — a child by 
cosmic standards. The 
discovery ranks as the 
brightest object ever 
found. 

To scientists’ surprise, 
the black hole powering 
this quasar was two bil¬ 
lion times more massive 
than the sun. How it 
grew so bulky so early in 
the universe’s history is a 
mystery. Black holes are 
known to feed on stars, 
gas and other matter, but 
their growth was always 
thought to be slow. 

The discovery was re¬ 
ported in Thursday’s is¬ 
sue of the journal 
Nature. Since quasars are 
so luminous, they guide 
astronomers stud 3 dng 
the conditions of the cos¬ 
mos following the Big 
Bang, the explosion be¬ 
lieved to have created 
the universe 13.7 billion 
years ago.

O Richard Crouse and Phil Brown agree Larry Crowne feels a bit out of date 
O But they enjoy Hank’s gentle character comedy and film’s offbeat casting 



Movie writer Phil Brown is 
sitting in for Mark Breslin 
this week. 

Richard Crouse: Phil, Lar- 
ly Crowne has an old-fash¬ 
ioned feel to it, like a ’90s 
sitcom updated with refer¬ 
ences from the 2000s.

PB: She has a star quality 
and 1 did enjoy seeing 
Tekei even if his subplot 
was ridiculous. This is a 
comfort food movie. For 
the price of admission you 
get pretty actors, a comfy 
moral and a happy ending. 
There’s nothing wrong 
with cinematic empty 
calories, 1 just could have 
used some realism, edge 
and creativity.

O Looking back 10 years after Songs 
in A Minor shot her to stardom 


Music critics are invited to 
see burgeoning singer- 
songwriters almost eveiy 
day. But when a request 
came across this writer’s 
desk to see a young singer- 
songwriter at an intimate 
showcase 10 years ago, it 
carried with it high expec¬ 
tations. 

Backed by music mogul 
Clive Davis, Alicia Keys was 
billed as a cross between 
Lauiyn Hill and Whitney 
Houston — a gritty, 
comrow-wearing R&B 
singer who was a brilliant, 
classically trained pianist 
with both a stunning voice 
and beauty. Grammy 
Awards and multi¬ 
platinum sales were more 
than hoped for, they were 
expected. And Keys 
delivered on all the hype 
when her debut. Songs in A 
Minor, was released in 
2001. The album 
established the 20-year-old 
as one of the most influen¬ 
tial artists of her 
generation. But looking 
back. Keys says she didn’t 
expect the album would 
make her a superstar. 

“This had been a lot of 
years of me struggling to 
put out any music, and 
there had been multiple 
times where we were like, 
‘Oh, it’s gonna happen, it’s 
gonna happen,’ and it 
didn’t. So in a lot of ways in 
my mind, I think maybe I 
was protecting myself,” she 
recalled. The album is 
being re-released this week 
with special editions that 
include unreleased tracks 
and video footage. Keys, 
who married music 
producer Swizz Beatz and 
gave birth to a son last 
year, will also perform 
songs from the album at a 
concert at New York’s Bea¬ 
con Theatre on Thursday. 

The Associated Press: In the 
video that accompanies the 
re-release, you talk about 
how you weren’t the refined 
girl people expected. What 
were the adjustments that

you had to make over the 
years, and how have you 
changed?

So I think that 
was kind of a bit of a shock 
for people, especially back 
then, to see a real New 
York girl, and here I was 
doing all of these 
interviews.... When I look 
back at them. I’m like, 
‘Damn, Alicia, you could 
have been a little gentler.’ I 
just had a certain kind of 
roughness to me. That was 
just because that’s the way 
I associated with people at 
the time ... I remember 
reading a couple of things 
where they literally kind of 
criticized the way that I 
used my hands, or the way 
that I spoke, or say that I 
was whatever because I 
spoke a certain way. There 
were a lot of judgments ... 
that deflnitely made me 
conscious about how to 
start to maybe be a little bit 
more aware of how I was 
coming off... but I’m still 
the same me. 

How have you musically 
evolved? 

(What) I really learned 
about music is that you 
don’t understand it. That’s 
the part about it. There re¬ 
ally is no formula... it’s all 
about a gift, it’s like a mo¬ 
ment, and you don’t know 
when that moment is 
going to come.

If there are any 
cracks in the door, patch 
them with quick-diying 
wood filler. 

Once diy, sand down the 
filler so that the patch is 
smooth with the door. 

Prime the door 

There’s no need to prime if 
the paint is already in good 
condition, but if you are us¬ 
ing a dark colour it’s advis¬ 
able to use primer. 

Prime all six sides of the 
door — front, back, top, 
bottom, and sides, and let 
diy completely 

Any part not primed will 


absorb moisture. 

If there are still cracks af¬ 
ter priming, fill them with 
caulk and prime overtop 
once again. 

Once diy, use sandpaper 
to get rid of any paint drips 
or unevenness in the pan¬ 
els, then use an old paint¬ 
brush to clean off the dust 
from sanding. 

Paint the door 

Use an angled sash brush 
and begin by painting the 
comers of the panels, work¬ 
ing from top to bottom. 

Do not use too much 
paint, and ensure that it 
does not puddle. 

Use a roller to paint the 
rest of the door, following 
the grain of the wood. 

Begin with the raised 


panels, then the top and 
bottom, sides, and finally 
the outside edges. 

Continue with as many 
coats as necessaiy to 
achieve your desired colour.

sash bmsh and following 
with the roller in the order 
described. 

Once completely diy, 
reattach the door and enjoy

Homegrown 
lettuce needs 
a cool head 


O Regular waterings will make 
garden lettuce taste much better 


Homegrown lettuce is so 
tasty and tender for salads. 
It’s also cold-hardy, so can 
be enjoyed almost year 
round, the earliest salad fix¬ 
ings coming from trans¬ 
plants that begin as seeds 
sown indoors in winter, and 
the latest ones from plants 
sheltered beneath plastic or 
glass tents. 

But special tricks are 
needed to pick lettuce from 
the garden now, when it’s 
hot. This time of year, let¬ 
tuce tends to bolt — that is, 
to flower and make seeds. 


Once a flower stalk starts 
pushing up through the 
whorl of leaves, those 
leaves turn bitter and 
tough. So one way to keep 
your salad bowl filled with 
tasty lettuce is to keep sow¬ 
ing seeds so you always 
have young plants to eat. 

Plant lettuce about eveiy 
three weeks all summer. 
Just a little at a time, 
though, since three weeks 
after you start eating one 
planting you’ll be eating 
the next sowing’s harvest.

In the midday heat of train¬ 
ing camp, Edmonton head 
coach Kavis Reed stood with 
his arms crossed, eyes 
shrouded by sunglasses, 
and watched receiver Tyler 
Scott finish a play at half 
speed. 

“You hustle to the ball,” 
he yelled. 

To illustrate the point, he 
chucked the ball 20 yards 
downfield. 

“Go get it,” he shouted. 

With his teammates 
watching, Scott dutifully 
hustled over, picked up the 
ball and ran it back. 

Eskimos general manag¬ 
er Eric Tillman says 2011 is 
all about accountability for 
a team that was 7-11 last 
year and missed the play¬ 
offs for the third time in 
five seasons. 

“Far too often in this 
business it (the blame) is 
put on the coaches,” he 
said. “A huge portion of 
what happened (last year) 
was some of the players let¬ 
ting the coaches down, so 
we needed significant 
change.” 

Tillman, hired late last 
season, hasn’t just tinkered 
under the hood with the Es¬ 
kimos, he’s pulled the en¬ 
gine out. 

Key veterans have left, 
been traded or shown the 
door, including linebacker 
Maurice Lloyd, kick return¬ 
er Tristan Jackson, receivers 
Kamau Peterson and Kelly 
Campbell, and defensive 
back Lenny Walls. 

Tillman has improved 
the Canadian talent — 
something that had been al¬ 
lowed to wither on the vine 
under former CM Danny 
Maciocia. 

Receiver Chris Bauman, 
offensive tackle Brian Ram¬ 
say and defensive tackle Jer¬ 
maine Reed have come over 
from Hamilton. Offensive 
lineman Scott Mitchell and 
receiver Nate Coehoorn 
have arrived via the draft.

Reed is also new. A long¬ 
time Tillman protege, he 
was the defensive co-ordina¬ 
tor in Winnipeg last year 
and gets his first shot in the 
top job.

The Esks once again will 
rise and fall with veteran 
quarterback Ricky Ray.

He has been hampered 
in recent years by substan¬ 
dard line play but still man¬ 
aged last year to complete 
two-thirds of his passes for 
3,565 yards and 11 touch¬ 
downs.
